to take pbntographa as Lear as possible to what we see, not what the lens 
gives us. 
Bice.pt from an architectural or from a topographical point of 


view, it is certainly wrony: to reproduce every leaf on a tree or every brick 
In a building. You cannot §ee them. Therefor* why seek to produce them 
on your negative? 
Unless photographers generally reform their cast-iron 


conservatism iu this respect, photography can never aspire to become one 
of the fine arts, but must ever remala on the same level aa th« commercial 
trades.—Photo Times-Bulletin.
